Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1957* 

The  statistical  details  of  the  year’s  Public  Health  activities 
and  happenings  are  set  out  and  tabulated  in  the  body  of  the 
report,  so  that  I shall  here  confine  myself  to  commenting  on 

points  of  special  interest  and  importance. 

/ 

The  total  population  remains  remarkably  constant  around 
the  1951  census  figure  of  12,500.  The  total  deaths  at  166  are 
10  less  than  on  the  previous  year  and  the  death  rate  of  14.3 
compares  v/ith  the  national  figure  of  11.5  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
record  low  infant  mortality  in  1956  v/as  repeated  this  year. 

Loss  comforting,  hov/over,  is  the  increasingly  large  proportion 
of  total  deaths  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  cancer  and  bronchitis.  The  percentage 
ratio  vdiich  deaths  due  to  these  diseases  or  groups  of  diseases 
boar  to  total  deaths  is  57^^,  14^^  and  8jo  respectively. 

The  vast  bulk  of  infectious  diseases  notified  v/as  due  to 
the  measles  epidemic  which,  not  unexpectedly,  occurred  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  Otherwise,  there  is  little  untoward 
apart  from  a brief  but  intensive  visitation  by  the  influenza 
virus,  loading  to  vfnat  was  popularly  knovm  as  "Asian  Plu". 

School  children  particularly  wore  affected  and  during  one  v/eek 
up  to  50%  of  total  pupils  in  the  area  were  absentees.  Fortunately, 
the  whole  incident  v;as  of  brief  duration,  the  illness  itself  v/as 
comparatively  mild  and  serious  complications  a rarity.  Nev/  cases 
of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  numbered  11,  an  increase 
of  6 over  the  previous  year.  This  represents  an  incidence  rate 
of  0.87  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  v/ith  a rate  of  0.74 
for  England  and  V/ales  as  a whole.  A Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  survey  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  resulted 
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in  V^now  casos  beinc  brought  into  light,  4 of  v/hon  roquirod 
treatment # In  all,  over  5,000  persons  v/ere  x-rayod  during  the 
survey  and  the  increased  number  of  now  casos  notified  is  a 
result  of  this  better  ascertainment  rather  than  of  any  increase 
in  the  spread  of  infection.

CHARACTERISTICS 


OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Urban  District  of  Crompton  covers  some  2,865  acres  located 
on  the  v;e stern  g lopes  of  the  Pennine s on  the  fringe  of  the  South 
Lancashire  Industrial  Area,  varying  bet-veen  550  to  1,300  feet  above 
sea  level.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of 
liilnro’-/-,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Royton,  on 
the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Oldliam  and  on  the  east  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Saddlev/orth  in  the  ’’/est  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

Much  of  the  outlying  area  is  comprised  of  agricultural  and 
moor  land  vAiilst  the  industrial  centre  is  devoted  to  cotton  spinning 
and  here  the  greater  part  of  the  population  is  housed. 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  v;ards  - "Morth,  South,  East 
and  Most. 


The  sub- 3 oil  is  cliiefly  clay  and  shale,  v/ith  sand  and  rock  in 
places  overlying  the  coal  measures.

Births  during  1957  wore  the  same  as  last  year,  there  being  again 
172  live  births.  This  .gives  a birth  rate  of  14,2  as  compared  v;lth 
the  National  figure  of  16.1, 
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DEATHS . 


Tho  chief  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Table  II,  The  total 
number  of  deaths  in  1957  was  166,  giving  a death  rate  of  14,3  per 
1,000  of  population.  All  forms  of  cancer  caused  23  deaths,  v/hich 
gives  a death  rate  of  1.33  per  1,000. 

Table  III  shows  the  quinquennial  birth  and  death  rates  since

Scarlet  Fever. 

Pour  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  v/ore  notified  during  the  year.  This 
is  a reduction  of  ten  from  1956,  All  four  cases  vcrc  of  a mild  nature 
and  occurred  in  children  under  15  years  of  age,

Tv/onty-nine  cases  in  1957  as  compared  v/ith  six  in  1956,  Mothers 
can  obtain  immunisation  against  this  distressing  illness  a.t  the  Child 
V/elfare  Clinics,  or  from  their  Family  Doctor.

Poliomyelitls . 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  v/ero  no  cases  of  this 
infectious  disease  during  1957,  Protective  immunisation  v/as  offered 
to  ci.ildron  in  the  ago -range  6 months  to  9 years,  and  a highly 
satisfactory  response  v/as  received  from  the  parents  in  the  district, 
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Dysentery. 

No  cases  notified  during  the  year.  It  v/oiild  appear  that  this 
disease  is  following  Measles  in  its  trend  in  occurring  in  serious 
numbers  in  alternate  years. 


Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  in  1957. 

Diphtheria. 

As  in  the  previous  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  1957.^  This  is  very  gratifying  but  v/e  should  all  be  reminded 
that  only  v/hile  there  is  a high  level  of  immunity  v/ill  the  position 
be  maintained,  i would  again  ask  parents  to  ensure  that  their 
children  receive  the  s safeguard  of  immunisation. 


Tuberculos is . 


Nine  new  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year  shewing  an  increase  compared  with  the 
four  cases  in  1956.  Tv/o  non- respiratory  cases  v/ere  notified.

TO  TUB  CHAIRIfi/lH  AND  LIEIvIBERS  OF  THE  CROMPTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUI^ICIL 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  and 
on  the  v/ork  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Department  during  -1557. 

At  the  outset  I should  point  out  that  the  main  body  of  the  work 
during  the  year  was  carried  out  by  my  predecessor  in  office,  Mr.  C. 
Kelly,  v/ho  left  the  employ  of  the  Council  at  the  end  of  September. 

1957  will  be  remembered  primarily  for  the  progress  made  in  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses.  The  Council’s  five  year  programmiO  has  got 
•well  into  its  stride.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  programme  v/ill  be 
allowed  to  continue  at  the  same  pace,  and  that  the  Council  can  provide 
the  necessary  alternative  accommodation. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957,  was  the  main  item  of  nev/  legislation  to 
appear  during  the  year.  This  complicated  legislation  had  not,  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  caused  the  anticipated  extra  work  to  the  Department, 
but  its  effect  in  bringing  about  better  maintenance  of  property  was 
beginning  to  be  observed.  Although  only  a small  number  of  actual 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  v/ore  made  during  the  year, 
m*-any  hours  have  boon  spent  by  myself  and  the  staff  in  careful 
explanation  and  the  giving  of  information  to  both  tenants  and  landlords. 
Many  people  have  been  mystified  with  the  number  of  forms  required 
(a,  G,  H etc.)  and  a.t  the  time  of  writing  wo  have  reached  Form  N,  with 
a Form  0 looming  on  the  horizon. 

In  the  report  for  1953  Mr.  Kelly  coriimonted  on  the  dustbin 
replacement  scheme.  I am.  dole  to  report  that  the  measures  taken  by 
the  Council  resolved  the  situation  in  1957,  and  that  a sufficient 
supply  of  bins  is  in  liamd  to  meet  all  calls  on  the  service. 

In  commencing  my  appointment  at  Crompton,  I have  been  fortunate 
in  taking  over  an  excellent  staff  in  Mr.  Rustidge  and  Mrs.  Chadwick. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Rustidge  to  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  his  qualif i.eation  should  be  of  value  to  the  Council  and  v/ill  enable 
the  Department  to  bo  of  greater  service  to  the  public. 
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I would,  express  my  tlianks  to  the  diuirniun  n.nd  MomlDers  of  the 
Houlth.  CominittoG  for  tlieir  consideration  nnd  support^  to  Doctor 
O’Grady  for  his  cncouragomcnt  and  advice,  and  the  valued 
co-operation  and  warm  welcomo  received  from  the  Chief  Of  ^'icers  of 
the  Council  and  their  staffs.

Public  Supply.  The  district  is  served  with  a sufficient  and 
excellent  supply  of  v/ator  in  mains  by  the  Oldham  Corporation.  The 
supply  is  chlorinated  and  four  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are 
some  minor  difficulties  in  regard  to  pressure  in  the  higher  parts  of 
the  district. 


Private  Supplies.  Some  99  houses  and  farms  in  the  isolated 
parts  o^  the  district  iiavc  a supply  of  water  derived  from  wells  and 
springs.  ^ Eleven  samples  v/ere  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  v/hich  three  proved  unsatisfactory.  Steps  v/ere  in 
h^;.nd  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  improve  these  unsatisfactory  sueplics 
including  the  question  of  connection  to  the  public  mains. 

2)  STT-IAGS  DISPOSAL. 


Most  01  the  district  is  sewered,  the  sewage  being  carried  to 
the  Hew  Hey  and  Low  Crompton  Sev/age  Disposal  V/orks .

The ^Mersey  Rivers  Board  is  the  controlling  authority  for  the 

streams  in  the  district  and  its  inspector  makes  a rep*!ilar  survey  of 
the  area,  o j 


4)  PUBLIC  CLEANSII-IG. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection.  Refuse  v/as  collected  from  4,767  dustbins 
at  4,393  premises  and  was  transported  in  one  ten  cubic  yard  and  one 
seven  cubic  yard  vehicle.  An  increase  in  staff  during  the  year 
enabled  each  vehicle  to  bo  manned  by  a driver  and  four  loaders.  In 
spite  of  this  improvoment  some  dislocation  of  the  service  did  occur 
after  holidays  and  in  periods  of  severe  inclement  weather. 
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In  addition  a regular  v/eokly  collection  of  refuce  from  the 
outlying  parte  of  the  district  v/as  carried  out  by  the  loan  of  a 
lorry,  driver  and  Uio  men  from  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Tb.is 
help  is  greatly  appreciated  but  an  ordinary  open  lorry  is  not  a 
suitable  vehicle  for  refuse  collection. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal.  During  the  year  2,680  loads  of  refuse 
v/ore  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Rushcroft.  This  site  is 
now  shewing  improvement  but  a severe  fire  did  occur  during  the  year. 
Resolute  action  on  the  part  of  the  staff  aiid  adequate  covering  and 
fencing  off  of  the  affected  face  succeeded  in  containing  the 
outbreak.

The  sa-lva.ge  bonus  scheme  in  operation  failed  in  the  respect 
that  the  amount  of  collections  did  not  enable  the  men  to  drav/  a 
worthwhile  bonus  thus  providing  no  incentive  for  them  to  increase 
collections,  A modification  to  this  scheme,  to  be  v/orked  in  1958, 
will  be  watched  with  great  interest.

fixed  number  of  bins  for  replacement  during  tho  year  resulted  in 

uno  back  log  ' of  defective  bins  being  cleared  up  and  ensured  that 

all  newly  reported  defective  bins  were  quickly  replaced  with  new 

ones.

V/ork  in  following  up  on  the  foundation  of  the  1955  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  continued  during  the  year.  Table  XIV  gives  the  number 
and  type  of  food  premises  in  the  district,  and  the  registrations 
under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955. 

During  the  year  531  inspections  wore  made  to  all  types  of  food 
promises  and  7 notices  wore  served  on  occupiers  to  effect  improvements. 
Table  VII  sunmiarises  the  improvements  achieved  during  1957.  This 
Table  does  not  give  the  full  picture  as  many  voluntary  improvements 
to  promises,  including  v/ashing  facilities,  were  made  during  the  year. 

It  may  be  appropriate  to  point  out  under  this  heading  that  there 
were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  during  the  year. 

2)  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughtering  took  place  rcgularljr  at  all  the  four  registered 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  The  bulk  of  the  slaughtering  is 
carried  out  on  Sundays  and  your  Inspectors  maintained  a lOO/o 
inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter  by  attendance  on  Sundays,  and 
when  necessary  in  the  evenings. 

699  cattle  (including  164  cows),  13  calves,  647  sheep  and  42 ‘ 
pigs  were  killed  and  inspected  during  the  year.  The  general  class 
of  animal  killed  was  good,  and  the  percentage  affected  v/ith  disease 
low.  The  total  v/eight  of  condemned  meat  was  1 ton  10  cwts  24  lbs. 

300  visits  wore  paid  to  the  slaughterhouses  and  237  visits  to 
moat  shops. 

Table  XV  shews  full  figures  of  carcases  inspected  and  percentage 
of  condemnations  for  Tuberculosis  and  other  diseases. 

The  inspection  of  other  foods  takes  place  during  routine  visits, 
and  at  the  special  request  of  shopkeepers.  Type  and  quantity, of  such 
foods  inspected  and  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  shov/n  in 
Table  XVI.
